DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -46 are allowed in view of amendments and Applicant's 
arguments (see Appeal Brief filed 01/21/09) and BPAI Decision filed 08/02/201 1 . 
Particularly, the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a system or method 
for distributing content where "....simultaneous use of both time and content locks to 
block program viewing and time based content locks..." as similarly recited in 
combination with other features with respect to independent claims 1 , 13, 19 and 25.
